The right to work on any terms that 


are acceptable to the man who \ha* 
labor to sell is fundamental, but it is 
not absolute. 
In 
civilized 
society, 


every right is limited by a duty. No 
right may be exercised Tvb.«n its effect 


ll be-an injustice. If there is hut one 


and two men stand ready to do it, 
no beneficial purpose is served by tafe- 
ing it from one and giving it to the 
other. The man entitled to a job is 
the one Who has it. There should be 
a standard of honor among men so 
high and clear that it would make it 
impossible for any employer to induce 
one workman to take the place of an- 
other, unless the place is made vacant 
by the fault of the employe. A work- 
man has an abstract right to take any 
place, regardless of the reason why it 


vacant. 
Eat when he takes the 


piaco of a raari who has stopped work 
as the only means at his command for 
obtaining Just conditions of employ- 
ment, he becomes the instrument used 
by f.he employer to compel the em 
ploye struggling for justice to submit 
to his .mijust conditions. While even" 
man has the right to work, no mats 
has the right to become an instrument 
of injustice to force into submission 
those -who an- seeking justice.

WILL TOY IT A6A1N. 


President Takes Another Step 


to End the Big Strike. 


THIS TIME WILL APPEAL TO MINERS. 


Plan Outlined at » Conference Be- 


tween the Chief Kxwivtlve and His 
Cabinet — Minn Workers I'reparlng 
For a Lone and Bitter StrugstP- 
Developments In the Situation. 


Wilkesbarre. 
Pa., 
Get . 6. — The 


Washington conference between Pres- 
ident Rooseveii. the coal operators 
and the representatives of the anthra- 
cite coal mine workers having been 
without result, the strike leaders are 
now engaged in tightening up their 
lines and 
preparing themselves to 


combat any movement by the oper- 
ators to break the ranks t;E the strik- 
ers. 
The first step in Urn direction 


was takt.'jj when W. R. Russell, presi- 
dent of District No. 12 of the miners' 
union, which comprises the 
entire 


state of Illinois, came h-^e by direc- 
tion of President Mitchell for the pur- 
pose of discussing relief measures. 
Mr. Russell hail a confert-ncti lasting 
several hours with his chief, and at 
its conclusion it was announcer! that 
steps would immediately be taken to 
carry out a plan by which the nslief 
fund from Illinois at least will be in- 
creased. 


The beginning of the sixth month of 


the strike shows no material change 
in the situation. The operators told 
President Roosevelt on Friday that 
17,000 men are at work and that 15 
per cent ot normal coal production is 
being mined. Preeideut Mitchell tb^h 
denied that such a number of men ar« 
mining coal. 
He said the operators 


are including in th« 17,000 all the en- 
gineers, firemen and pumprunner* (of 
•whom there are about 9,000), nre 
oossea, foremen, carpenters, clerks 
and all other employs. He also de- 
nied that 15 per etc:', of the normal 
production is being sent to market, 
and said that if the statement w-ere 
true, "the operators owe it to the pub- 
lic to sell the coal at the normal 
prices instead of charging dealers $15 
to 120 a ton/' 


While the , superintendents 
here- 


abouts will not talk of future plans, 
there is an impression among citizens 
generally that a strong effort wtll b« 
made this week by the coal companies 
to resume operations. The officials of 
thew? companies have an along main- 
tained that men are ready to return 
to work, but fear personal violence. 
Mr. Mitchell say" he has no apprehen- 
sion of the (striker* breaking away. 
H* claims the companies are keeping 
a constant pressure o» the workers 
to return, but without «ttcce*s.
